SANITARY REGULATIONS 
MENTO. 
FOR SACRA- 


The rainy season is practically over, and 
it is time, theretore, to again urge upon the 
city authorities the necessity of giving es­ 
pecial and immediate attention to the san­ 
itary condition of the city. W e need a 
declaration of independence from prevent­ 
able diseases. Our local Board of Health 
has pointed out, among many others, two 
directions in which practical action may be 
taken without a dollar of cost to the city 
purse—the adoption of regulations requir­ 
ing, under heavy penalties and within a 
given period, all vaults containing matter 
that will poison the ground by saturation, 
to be thoroughly cleaned, and then either 
filled or closely cemented, and requir­ 
ing all new pits to be constructed with 
cement sides and bottoms. This should 
be done the moment the river reaches its 
low stage, and therefore it is time now to 
give notice. This is a reasonable regula­ 
tion, is an economic measure, is approved 
by all sanitarians, and will do much to pre­ 
vent a recurrence of the disease and mor­ 
tality of last year. 
Another regulation 
that should 
be 
adopted 
and 
rig­ 
idly enforced by ordinance, and under 
supervision of the 
Health Board, is 
to require every cesspool ground drain 
from a house to be trapped, and a pipe ex­ 
tending into the upper air fitted between 
the trap and the cesspool. This will cost 
each house-owner but a few shillings, but 
the health officials declare that it will 
prove one of the most beneficial of pro­ 
visions, since the gases will take the direc­ 
tion of the least resistence, and not enter 
the houses. The adoption of such regula­ 
tions should cot be delaysd a day longer 
than is absolutely necessary. At the meet­ 
ing of the Health Society of England, last 
November, it was resolved that there 
should never be any passage of air from 
drains or waste pipes into any house. The 
health department of Detroit has arrived 
at a similar conclusion. The Boston. Board 
of Health has ordered every drain “ to be 
ventilated by a four-inch straight pipe ex­ 
tended above the highest point of the roof 
of the house in every instance, and ter­ 
minating at a distance from any chimney 
or other ventilator.” In Syracuse, New 
York, all drains are ordered to have suita­ 
ble openings for escape of sewer and cess­ 
pool gases. I)r. O. W. Wright, Health 
Officer of Detroit, who believes in dimin­ 
ishing sickness and mortality by cleanli­ 
ness, says if we wish to make a town un­ 
healthy, an excellent plan is “ to use un­ 
trapped and unventilated drain pipes, 
that volumes of putrefactive gas, laden 
with invisible bacteria, may freely enter or 
rise up about the habitations of the cit­ 
izens ; then dig a great hole in the gronnd 
to treasure up the vilest excreta for years, 
and when it is nearly full throw in earth 
and dig another, that the porous soil may 
drain and drink up 
the 
putrescent 
mass, 
and 
do 
mere 
to 
poison 
the ground 
than 
a 
whole grave­ 
yard full of corpses. In this way we 
may be certain of having plenty of mala­ 
rial fever, typho malarial or typhoid fever, 
diphtheria, dysentery and other filth dis­ 
eases.1 Colonel George E. Waring, Jr., a 
reputable sanitary engineer of broad ex­ 
perience, declares that the flow of houce 
drainage through.verti sal into soil-imbedded 
pipes not trapped and ventilated is dan­ 
gerous to the household. In New York, 
Brooklyn and Washington the sanitary 
regulation of all houses aa to drains, etc., 
has been eminently successful. The Ameri­ 
can Public Health Association, in October, 


A POLITICAL ERROR. 
The new State Board of Horticulture 
met in this city yesterday and organized. 
Bat six members were present of the nine 
constituting the Board. At least one of 
these could not, by any possibility, have 
received his commission in time to have 
reached here for the meeting. There was, 
besides, one vacancy. It would have been 
better to have had a full Board. Two of the 
six either took no part in the choice of, or 
voted against, the Inspector of Fruit Tests 
who was elected. This raises a eerions 
question as to the validity of the election 
of Inspector, no majority of the Board 
voting for W. M. Boggs, of Napa, a very 
worthy citizen, who was chosen President 
of the Board and also Pest Inspector. The 
law requires that the Inspector “ shall be 
a competent person, especially qualified 
bv practical experience ia horticulture for 
the duties of his office.” Mr. Boggs, who 
is a notary and real estate agent, admitted 
at the meeting that he has not had experi 
ence in horticulture for ten or twelve 
years. Within that time the fruit peats have 
appeared in California. On being asked 
by a member of the Board as to what are 
the chief fruit pests in California, and the 
best remedies, Mr. Boggs could give no 
satisfactory reply, but did say he could 
read and study up the question. It ap­ 
pears, also, by his own statement, that he 
had heard little or nothing of the 
late Chief Executive Horticultural Officer, 
whose labors for four years at his own ex­ 
pense, and two years for the State, in 
checking the ravages of fruit pests, form 
the chief part of the history of the subject, 
and have been discussed throughout the 
nation 
and 
in 
foreign 
lands. The 
State Bhould 
not suffer while Mr. 
Boggs is studying and qualifying him­ 
self. There are microscopists, entomolo­ 
gists and horticulturists in the State thor­ 
oughly qualified for the place now. We fear 
that fruit interests, now so much threat­ 
ened, will Buffer still more if the Board 
adheres to the appointment of a gentleman 
who, however estimable as a citizen, is not 
specially qualified for the position, as the 
law contemplates, and who, as appears by 
h¡3 list of indorsers, was choaen because he 
sought the office, and because of his party 
politics. 
IMMIGRATION. 
The journals of Oregon and Washington 
Territory boast that their sections receive 
the cream of the immigration coming to 
the coast. W e are not prepared to admit 
it, but it is certainly true that more of it 
has passed by us than should. This is due 
to se7eral causes. The failure, until 
comparatively recent period, to disseminate 
correct information regarding the advan 
tages of the State for the immigrant with 
some means and willing to labor and wait, 
The trumpeting abroad wonderful stories 
concerning our climate and soil, and its ca 
pacifies, without definite information 
enable the intending immigrant to avail of 
them. 
The dwelling too long and often 
upon our natural wonders, by which the 
desirable settler has been led to believe we 
cared only for the tourist ; and lastly, fail 
ure to point out clearly the obstacles to be 
encountered and overcome, as well as the 
profits to be reaped and the advantages to 
be enjoyed. Immigration has been retarded, 
in short, because of the lack of specific in 
formation as to lands, methods, means re­ 
quired, cost of production, return of the 
soil, etc. 
Generalization has heretofore 
been the rule and detail the exception, 
Happily a change has been instituted, and 
already the good results are manifest. The 
immigrants coming in now are well in 
formed as to what they must encounter 
have sufficient capital, are prepared against 
disappointment, and have definite localities 
provided or in view, and are of a class 
fitted for labor in the varied fields of Cali 
fcrnia production. With the disintegration 
of great land-holdings, the dissemination 
of facts concerning California, and the in­ 
crease of facilities for cheaply reaching the 
coast, we are justified in anticipating 
sufficiently large and a choice immigration 
from this time forward. 


INVITING HARMONY. 
The note of preparation has been sounded 
in New York for uniting in harmonious sc 
cord the late discordant elements of the 
Republican party, that an unbroken front 
may be presented in 1SS4. The Times says 
the Republicans of all shades are alive to 
its necessity, and are ready to contribute 
to it. 
The Albany Journal assents, but 
points out that it is not enough to have 
faction leaders shake hands— the rank and 
file of the Garfield wing must be placated, 
and the fact recognized that these people 
revolted for a principle. The better senti­ 
ment is that unity cannot be brought about 
by the craft of the machine men—it must 
be the result of the consent and act of the 
Republican masses, who will not forego 
their antipathy to the reign of the 
" bosses.” The Post says the great end to 
be attained is the recalling to their allegi­ 
ance of the rank and file that, disgusted with 
the conduct of their own party, went over 
to the opposition. A conference of repre­ 
sentative Republicans is to be held soon at 
Saratoga, the object being the dissolution 
of factions and the substantial union of the 
party. There are cheering indications that 
these ends will be accomplished, and that 
the Empire State will lead the van in the 
new campaign of a compact and invincible 
Republican host, united upon principles of 
patriotism, and animated by a new-born 
party spirit that has greater and better 
stimuli than lust of office and the triumph 
of men. 
It is very difficult for men who judge justly to 
understand why certain papers constantly object to 
low rates by rail between Sacramento and San Fran­ 
cisco, between which points competition is felt, 
while for intermediate points, where no competition 
exists, norma) rates prevail. Do these papers seri­ 
ously contend that the railroads shall not compete 
with the waterways, and shall yield traffic to them, 
or else extend commercial advantages to non-com­ 
petitive points equally with competitive ones? 
There is not a business man or carrier in the coun­ 
try but knows such a practice is opposed to the com­ 
mercial principles of the age and cannot be estab­ 
lished without ruinous consequences to every one 
interested, both shipper and carrier. V et that is 
exactly what is contended for by the unreasoning 
press.

DOMESTIC. 
The Panam a Canal. 
Boston, April 5th.—-The Herald says: 
Captain Appleton, of this city, De Dessept.’ 
American agent, has returned here frcm 
Panama. He gives an enthusiastic account 
of the progress of work on the canal. Of the 
0,000 laborers employed, only twenty-five are 
sick with fever in the hospitals, which ore 
clean, commodious, and well managed. The 
Canal Company is expending about 8500,000 
on employes monthly, money is plenty on 
the Isthmus, and thousands are attracted 
thero to make some of it. Another $50,000 
a month is spent in the cffi res o? the com­ 
pany in Paris and New York, arid in the pur­ 
chase of machinery and material in different 
secti mBof Europe and America. The capital 
of this company is $30,000,000, of which not 
one-ha!f lias been spent. Added to this 
S'25 000,000 in bonds for the purchase of the 
Panama Railroad and other expenses which 
are exclusive of the canal fund, and we have 
$85,000,090. This is enough to carry on the 
work for two or three years, when, doubtless, 
another issue of 6tock or bonds will be made. 
It is a curious fact that the stock of the com­ 
pany, of which the par value is £500, has very 
Beldom been te’ow that figure. Being aakeJ, 
“ W hat is your estimate of the probable ex­ 
pense of the construction aud the necessary 
time to complete the undertaking ?’’ Captain 
Appleton said, “ I do rot hesitate to iav that 
it is of little import, if it should cost $500,­ 
000,000 and take twenty years to build it, for 
it is for all time and for ell nations.” 
H. B. Slaven, an enterprising young Cal­ 
ifornian, is the first American who ha3 had 
the pluck to take ho'd of the actual work of 
dredging, aud to facilitate bis operations he 
has formed a dredging company, its stock­ 
holders being some of the solid capitalists of 
San Francisco aud New York, he being Pres­ 
ident. Three of their machines have been 
ordered, at an expense of $125,000 each. 
Should this macMne succeed, Slaven and his 
associates will doubtless be asked by the com­ 
pany to continue the dredging up the bed of 
the Chagres river, at leaBt oue-third of the 
distauce across the Isthmus. 
The Herald editorially says: The state­ 
ment made by Menccal that the Nicaragua 
Company intends to begia operations within a 
few weeks, is interesting but hardly conclu­ 
sive. W3 very much doubt whether it ia pos­ 
sible to raise in this country the forty-five 
million dollars needed to constiuct the canal 
across Central America, particularly as it has 
yet to be demonstrated that the undertaking 
at Panama will prove a failure. There is 
every reason cow to believe that it will be 
successfully carried out. As a military meas­ 
ure, the canal at Nicaragua is an undertaking 
which our Government might undertake, but 
the scheme is not an attractive one from a 
capitalist point of view, and we very much 
doubt whether Menocsl and his friends are 
likely in the mean time to raise even one per 
cent, of the money they require from genuine 
investors. 
The Herald, reviewing the Rogers Panama 
Canal report, says his cinclusions will not 
encourage an investment, but they sound like 
good sense, certainly. If it has cost 13,000,­ 
000 francs to get ready, to scratch away 
rubbish and mark out the ground, four or five 
times as much will net suffice ; it will take 
twenty times as much to complete the canal 
with such cuts as are described. 
The Dead Surgeon-General. 
W ashington, April 5:h.—Adjutant-Gen­ 
eral R. C. Drum this afternoon issued, by 
order of General Sherman, an order an­ 
nouncing the death and reviewing the ser­ 
vices of Brevet Major General Joseph K. 
Barnes, Brigadier-General of the United 
States Army, retired, and late Surgeon- 
General of the army, wherein it ia Btated that 
he entered the service as Assistant Surgeon in 
June, 1S10, was promoted to Surgeon ia Au­ 
gust, 185G, to Medical Inspector, with the 
rank of Lieutenant-Cc-lonel, in February, 
1831, to Medical Inspector-General, with the 
rank of Colonel, in Autust, 18C3, and 
to 
Surgeon-General, with the rank of 
Brigadier, August 24, 1801. He was retired 
from active service by the operation of the 
law of June 30, 1872, wa3 an eminent, skill­ 
ful surgeon and physician, distinguished for I 
great admiuistrative ability a» the head of ‘ 
the medical department. He inaugurated 
the medical history of the war, founded the 
medical museum, and brought the medical 
department to the highest state of efficiency. 
At the time of the assast ination of President 
Lincoln and the attempted assassination of 
Secretary Seward, he attended the death-bed 
of one and ministered with untiring energy 
and skill to the successful restoration of the 
other. During the long ¡linees of President 
Garfield he was one of the distinguished sur­ 
geons of the land who for days and nights 
attended the dying President. During these 
long, protracted hours of anxiety and care 
his own health gave way. and from that mo­ 
ment to the time of his death he was an in­ 
valid. The order closes: “ His career was 
one of honor to himself and great service to 
his country.” 
B illiard Tournam ent. 
Chicago, April 5th.—'The afternoon game 
in the Brunswick-Baike tournament proved 
to be the greatest game yet played. Schaefer 
had for his opponent Joe Dion, who bad 
wagered some money that Schaefer could not 
average twenty against him, and who ac­ 
cordingly studied safety throughout; but it 
made no difference. Neither bad breaks nor 
the fact that Dion himself was playing bet­ 
ter than he had previously done could Btifle 
Schaefer’s splendid execution and great com­ 
mand of the rail for nursing. He made 
nearly five-sixths of the total game in five 
separate innings, and put on record the best 
average and quickest game ever played.

FOREIGN. 
Nitro Glycerine Sensation In England. 
Birmingham, April 5th.—The city police 
made a raid upon suspected localities ia Lec- 
ssm street, Ladywood, and discovered a 
Fenian nitro glycerine factory in full opera­ 
tion. It is learned that the premises were 
taken come two months ago by a man named 
Whitehead, wba is an Iriah-American, and 
who had a sign hung out in front of his place 
indicating that his business was that cf a 
paper-hanger. Whitehead himEelf was taken 
into custody when the police made the descent 
on the den, and ia now in close confinement. 
A considerable quantity if nitre-glycerine 
was seized by the officers at the same time. 
Information now in the hands of detectives 
tends to demonstrate that this place is the 
central manufactory of explosives, and the 
most important depot of all the infernal con­ 
trivances in ths kingdom. Whitehead, who 
is described as a man about 25 years of age, 
is of dark complexion, and with a marked 
American accent. 
London, April 5th.—The exciting events 
of the day crowded each other eo test that 
their importane: could scarcely be realized 
until the later honrs rf the Dight admitted a 
complete summing up. The surprises include 
the unearthing of tha most important dyna­ 
mite factory ever discovered ; the arrest of 
four ruin-brceders in London End one in Bir­ 
mingham ; an attempt on the Government 
magazine in Ireland ; the receipt of au incen­ 
diary letter in Ljudon, and the discovery cf 
an astounding and audacious scheme of the 
Nihilists to blow up the Czar's residence at 
Moscow.

The Gov­ 
ernment is in possession of an affidavit to the 
effect that Tynan and “ No. 1” are identical. 
The Crown Solicitor will strongly object to 
the request of the accused for a postpone­ 
ment of the trial.

England’s Financial Condition. 
London, April 5th.—In the House of Com­ 
mons to-day Childers, Chancellor of the Ex­ 
chequer, explained the budget for the finan­ 
cial year ended March 31st. The total rev­ 
enue of the year was £89,004.000. This ex­ 
ceeds the estimates by £40.004,000 The ex­ 
penses cf the war in Egypt, including the 
amount contributed to defray tho cost of the 
Indian contingent, were £3.896,000. There 
fell to the present administration of the Gov­ 
ernment an interitance of £7,850,000 war 
charges, which have been paid out of the 
taxes. He had no arrears whatever to report 
on account of war expenditures as incurred 
by the present Government. For the coming 
year he estimated that the expenditures 
would be £85,789,000. The national debt was 
reduced the past year about £7,100 000. He 
expscted to be able to re]> >rt a further reduc­ 
tion this year of about £8,000,000. He fur­ 
ther expected to tee I he debt reduced the next 
twenty years by £172,000.000. He proposed 
that the tax on railway earnings, where fares 
were very small in amount, be abolished ; 
that provision be made looking towards the 
reduction of rates for telegrams sent any 
where in the land to sixpence each, and that 
34 pence of the income tax be removed. This 
last measure would, according to the speak­ 
er’s estimates, reduce the revenue of the Gov 
eminent £2,135,000. This first report of the 
new Chancellor was received with much 
favor, aud at its conclusion there were loud 
and prolonged cheers.

P aris, April 5th.—Madame Charlenton 
wsb murdered to day ly her husband. The 
Charlenton family became notorious through 
a recent sensation at a seduction trial. The 
story cf the case was that Madame Charlen- 
ton gave shelter and protection to a young 
lady, Fidelia DemonaBterio, against an at 
tempt of her mother to confine her in a mad­ 
house. The young woman was taken by 
force from the Charlenton mansion by Cailcs 
La fit, a natural son of Madame Demonae- 
terio, who is a widow. 
F rightful Pow der Explosion. 
Rome, April 5th.—The powder depot at 
Passo Corre e, for the use of engineers con­ 
ducting operations therp, exploded tc-day. 
Forty persons were killed and many injured, 
some fatally. 
Violent Popular D em onstration. 
B elgrade, April 5th.—A violent popular 
demonstration against the authorities oc­ 
curred at Griju to-day. The ptople were or­ 
dered to dispetse te their homes, but refused, 
and the mounted police were finally called 
upon to suppress the disturbance. The po­ 
lice, with drawn sabers, charge! the crowd of 
men. women and children, and many persons 
were cut down. Others were trampled 
nnder the horses’ hoofs. 
Disastrous Conflagration in Peru. 
Panam a, March 30th.—The Star and Her­ 
ald has the following dispatch from Iqniqne : 
A fire on the 10th destroyed ten blocks and 
part of four others. The railway offices were 
burned, but the workshop was saved. The 
churches were destroyed. The fire did not 
extend west of the churches. About 1,000 
houses were destroyed, doing damage esti­ 
mated at £2,000,C00.

Ths proportion of bank reserve 
to its liabilities is 34 5-16 percent. 
At Fort Worth, Texas, Paul Hill, 17 years 
old, outraged a 6-year-old daughter of one 
McDaniel. He was captured and lodged in 
jail. The girl’s life is despaired of. 
Brigadier-General Joseph K. Barnes, the 
retired late Surgeon-General of the United 
States army, died at his residence in Wash­ 
ington yesterday morning, of Bright’s disease 
George W. Davids, who killed himself in 
New York, was acting Treasurer of the Board 
of Education in New Rochelle, N. Y., and 
had in his custody $30,000 of tho town funds. 
Betting on the city and suburban handicap 
at London is eleven to one against Keene’s 
Foxhall, twenty to one against Lorillard’s 
Sachem, and twenty-two to one against Pas­ 
saic. 
A St. Petersburg dispatch says : The local 
Chief of Police and all ethers who contrib­ 
uted to the comfort of the crews of the Jean 
nette and Rodgers have been decorated by the 
Czar. 
In the British House of Commons Jacob 
Bright introduced a resolution, which was 
adopted, against any power exercising do­ 
minion or privileges in the Congo country to 
the exclusion of others. 
Over 200 of the most prominent Knights 
Templar of Iowa have already announced 
their intention of going to California, accom­ 
panied by their ladies. Secretary Perrin has 
gone to San Francisco to secure dormitorie 
The German Government will justify the 
arrest of the Deputies of the Reichstag, pend­ 
ing the session of that body, by declaring 
that the men arrested were under eu-pieion 
of having brought contraband writings into 
Germany. 
President Arthur, Secretary Chandler and 
Senator Miller, of New York, left Washing­ 
ton yesterday morning for Jacksonville, Flo, 
Representatives of the Chicago Tribune, New 
York Sun and New York Times accompanied 
the party. 
It is estimated that tbe labor bill which 
has passed the Wisconsin Legislature, impos­ 
ing a fine and imprisonment in case of the 
employment of children under 14 years of 
ace, will throw nearly 3,000 out of employ­ 
ment in Milwaukee. 
Dawson, Lord Mayor of Dublin, ¡3 form­ 
ing a national committee to raise a fund to 
present to Parnell. The committee is com­ 
posed of Bishops, priests, members of Par­ 
liament, Mayors ond other officials. The 
fund now reaches £800. 
General George W. Morgan Wednesday 
night fell down stairs at Mt. Vernon, break­ 
ing an arm and receiving internal injuries 
from which ha died. In the gold fever of 1819 
his father lei t for California to seek his fortune 
in tho mines, and was never afterwards heard 
of.Severe and continuous rioting has taken 
place along the liae of the canal works, in 
Panama, originating in race hatred between 
Jamaicans and CaithagemanB. Some twenty 
of the former have been massacred, and the 
Government finds itself unable to restore 
order. 
A St. Petersburg dispafch says that the 
coronation of the Czir at Motcow, repre­ 
sented as having been set for April, or May 
at the latest, may now be put off until June. 
One thing is certain—the date has now been 
left blank in the invitations forwarded to 
foreign Powers. 
Developments cf the utmost importance 
are expected in connection with the forthcom­ 
ing great trial of Nihilists in St. Petersburg. 
It was originally believed that this trial 
would be the last of its kind on the list. The 
recent arrests, however, have made other 
Nihilists’ trials poBfible. 
Consul Francis, of Victoria, B. C., reports 
to the State Department that the twenty 
salmon canneries of that province aggregated 
for the Beaeon of 1882 235,000 cases, valued at 
$5 per case, or a total valuation of $1,175,000. 
Over nine thonsend cases were seat to Can­ 
ada and Australia, via San Francisco. * 
A special from Moscow, Russia, states that 
a large mine has been discovered, connecting 
with the Kremlin, whero the coronation of 
the Czar is to take place. The telegram also 
states that a request has been issued at St. 
Petersburg for 100 sappers, to be sent at 
once to Moscow for the purpose of destroying 
ths mine. 
United States Consul Wilson, at Nantes, 
in a letter to the State Department at Wash­ 
ington, strongly intimates that the represent­ 
ations made to the French Ministers of Agri­ 
culture and Commerce by the French pork 
dealers, rather than any objection to the 
quality of American pork, caused the issu­ 
ance of 3 decree of prohibition. 
Simon Phillippart, the famous speculator, 
was arrested at Paris upon representations 
made by tbe Belgian Public Prosecutor. The 
charge against him is that he falsified accounts 
at his bank. The Prosecutor is instructed by 
hiB Government to demand that Phillippart 
be handed over to the Belgian authorities to 
be dealt with according to the laws of that 
State. 
Victor Gully, of London, notorious in col- 
neetion with the Bravo ca?e, is dead. Chas. 
De Lanncy Turner, Bravo's barrister, died 
suddenly and mysteriously at Batbam, Sur­ 
rey, in April, 1870. Suicide was first sus­ 
pected, but the verdict of the jury was will­ 
ful murder, caused by tbe administration of 
tartar emetic, but there was not sufficient 
evidence to fix the guilt upon any one. 
It is stated that the Governments of Italy 
and Austria have given their assent and af­ 
fixed their signatures to a treaty by the terms 
of which each Empire guarantees to the 
other complete integrity of territory. Al­ 
though Germany has not become directly 
and signatnrally a party to the treaty, the 
document contains a clause in which it is 
mentioned that her approval has been given.

Bo rd of Horticulture met yesterday at the 
Capital Hotel, in accordance to a notice sent 
by William 51. Boggs, member from Napa. 
Those present were Felix Gillet, Nevada; Dr. 
S. F. Chapin, San Jose; A. F. Coronel, Los 
Angeles ; H. C. Wilson, Red Bluff ; Mariano 
G, Vallejo, of Sonoma; and William M. 
Boggs, of Napa. The absent members were 
Mr. Cooper, of Santa Barbara, who was ap­ 
pointed last Friday and conld not have re 
ceived his commission in time to have reached 
Sacramento by yesterday ; member from San 
Joaquin, 5Ir. West, resigned ; Mr. Kimball, 
of Aftmeda, Commissioner at large, 
ON ASSEMBLING 
Mr. Boggs was elected temporary Chairman, 
and Gillet temporary Secretary. 
Mr. Gillet deemed it improper to proceed 
'to a permanent crganizition until the Board 
was full, especially as llr. Cocpsr had not 
had time to reach Sacramento after his ap­ 
pointment was made and mailed. 
Dr, Chapin took the same view. 
Mr. Boggs opposed postponement, as it 
might be difficult to get as many together 
again.

Mr. Giilet reiterated the injustice to Mr. 
Cooper and the Board to proceed without all 
present, and thought it unwise to have the 
meeting called so soor, and didn’t know who 
was responsible for its being done. 
Mr. Boggs said that at the suggestion of 
the Governor and his Secretary he had 6ent 
the notices for the meeting.

Was then elected permanent President of the 
Board. Mr. Boggs returned thanks, and in 
his remarks as to his qualifications for office, 
disclosed to the members that be was labor­ 
ing under the impression that he had already 
been elected “ Inspector of Fruit Pests.’’ 
Dr. Chapin suggested that the election was 
for President and not Inspector. 
Mr. Wilson said he thought the election 
was for Inspector, hut to set it right he would 
nominate Mr. Boggs for Inspector. 
At this point Mr. Boggs received and read 
from Director Elwood Cooper a dispatch 
stating his inability to be present. 
Dr. Chapin obj ?cted to electing Inspector 
until the other officers of the Board had been 
chosen. 
Dr. Chapin was elected Vice-President; 
General Vallejo, Treasurer. For Secretary, 
the applicants were A. H. Webb, Oakland, 
recommended by many indorsers, among 
whom on the list was Governor Stoneman 
Joseph R. Young, of Ynba; A. Drahms, of 
Martinez ; W. A. Pryal, of North Temescal, 
and R. D. Hopkins, of San Francisco. Mr. 
Webb was elected on the first ballot by 5, to 
1 for Mr. Drahms. 
The members then by lot determined the 
long and short terms, the Secretary drawing 
for the unrepresented districts. The result 
was : Long terms (four yeare)—Dr. Chapin, 
Mr. Cooper, No. 0, which is a vacant district, 
and Mr. Kimball. Short terms (two years) — 
Messrs. Corone!, Boggs, Gillet, Vallejo and 
Wilson.

That that officer must be especially qualified 
by practical experience in horticulture, and 
referred to his unusual qualifications aud his 
smirent titneB3 for the place, and b¡3 years 
of eervice in horticultural interests and in 
the extermination of fruit pests, and s3id he 
was eminently the right man in the right 
place. 
Mr. Boggs, in his own behalf, presented a 
recommendation of himself for the position 
signed by most, if not all, of the Democratic 
members of the Senate, by Governor Stone­ 
man and a portion of the State officers, and 
some other prominent Democrats of the State 
and also by Hon. M. M. Estee, 
THE ELECTION. 
A ballot was then had, with this result: 
For Boggs—Boggs, Coronel, Vallej -, Wil­ 
son—4. For Cooke—Gillet—1, Not voting 
Chapin—1, 
Mr. Boggs, having four vote3, asked Dr. 
Chapin to declare the result, as he did not 
wish to declare himself elected. 
Dr. Chapin took the chair, and decided it 
required a majority vote of all the members 
of the Board to elect, and held, therefore, 
that there was no election, as it required 
five votes to elect, there being nine in the 
Board, and he ordered a new ballot. 
Mr. Boggs resumed the chair and a new 
ballot was had, with the same result; the 
same persons voting as above recorded. 
declaring a resu lt. 
On counting the ballot, Mr. Boggs said the 
result was the same, and asked what slijuld 
be done ? 
Dr. Chapin moved to adjourn for two 
week-, to meet in San Francisco, to elect an 
Inspector of Fruit Peats. 
Some time was taken in discussing the 
time to which to adjourn, when Mr. 
Boggs said he had beeu thinking over the 
mattor.of the last vote, had reconsidered, and 
had come to the conclusion that he had been 
elected. Thereu;>on Mr. Bjggs decided that 
Mr. Boggs wag elected, and this he did on 
the theory that while it took a majority of 
the Board to form a quorum, it only took a 
majority of the quorum to elect. He there­ 
upon called on Dr. Chapin under this de­ 
cisiva to announce the ballot. 
Mr. Corpnel thought Mr. Boggs was wrong 
in his ruling, and Mr. Gillet did not feel cer­ 
tain on that pcint, but inclined to think Mr. 
BeggB right. 
Mr. Boggs again asked Dr. Chapin te 
announce the decision,-and Dr. Chapin did 
bo, saying, “ That as Mr. Boggs had received 
four votes, he was, under the opinion ex­ 
pressed fey the Chair, elected Inspector of 
Frnit Pests.” 
San Francisco was then declared the head­ 
quarters for the Board, Mr. Gillet urging 
that the State Capital was the proper place. 
The regular meetings were fixed for the last 
Thursday before the last Friday of January, 
April, July and October of each year, as the 
Viticultural Board meets on the days next 
succeeding the days above named, and so as 
to enable members to attend on each Board. 
The salary of Inspector Boggs was fixed at 
S150 per month, and of Secretary Webb at 
§75 per month. 
The Treasurer was authorized to draw from 
the State Treasury §2,000 for the uses of the 
Board. 
Mr. Boggs suggested th9 propriety c-f pay­ 
ing the salaries of the Inspector and Secre­ 
tary in advance for the first three months, 
and asked Dr. Chapin what he thought of it, 
and the doctor replied he thought it improper, 
and asked what sort cf a fix the Board 
would be in if those officers should die or the 
officss become vacant bf fore the expiration of 
that time? He thought fn that event the 
Board members would have to go down into 
their pockets aud make it up. 5Ir. Webb 
agreed with Dr. Chapin. 
The Board decided, on motion of Dr. Cha­ 
pin, to p»y the salaries only after they were 
earned—i. c , at the close of each month. 
The Board then adjourned to 7:30 P. m , to 
give the Treasurer time to prepare his bond. 
EVENING SESSION. 
On reassembling, Secretary Webb said the 
Treasurer’s bond was not ready, as the blanks 
were in the office of the Secretary of State, 
which was closed. 
Dr. Chapin said he epoke now with re­ 
luctance. He thought the Board had not 
acted wisely in choosing its Inspector. It 
was not the appointment that should be 
made. The office required special qualifies- 
sions. The law requires that the Inspector 
“ shall be specially qualified by practical ex­ 
perience in horticulture for the duties of his 
office.” In view of the peculiar condition of 
horticulture in California, the great interests 
involved, in view of the past and all that had 
been done, he felt, notwithstanding his re­ 
spect for Mr. Boggs, that he was not qualified 
in that direction. He telt it to be his dnty 
to BO' -late, and believed and felt that his 
election would 
re su lt disastrously 
To the fruit interests of the State. Millions 
of dollars, he said, are involved, and the 
State could not afford to take the risk of 
putting in any but the best man possible to 
he had. He said he had been told in San 
Francisco within forty-eight hours that Mr. 
Boggs said, only night before last, that the 
insect pests would disappear without any 
action on the part of the Commission. Such 
advice as that cannot be given with safety to 
the horticulturists of the State, and allow 
them to repase faith iu it. If eo, their 
orchards will be destroyed. In former years 
Mr. Boggs had bad some experience in horti­ 
culture, but none, on his own admission, since 
the advent of the “ bugs,” and hence he was 
not fitted for this office. He continued at 
length in like remarks, and said frankly to 
the Board, that after considering the whole 
matter and the responsibility resting on the 
Board through this choice of Inspector, he 
and Mr. Gillet, afier the afternoon session, 
had gone to Governor Stoneman and tendered 


1 their resignations from the Board. They 
gave the Governor their reasons, and his Ex­ 
cellency was pained at their tender and 
urged them not to resign; that he bad 
appointed those who bad been recommended, 
and with a view of fostering the fruit inter­ 
ests to the fullest. He urged them to remain 
oa the Board, in the hope cf rectifying mat­ 
ters, so as to remove their apprehensions as 
to danger to horticultural interests. Dr. 
Chapin thought no political considerations 
should govern the action of the Board. He 
said the difficulty had been that the Board 
had come together with the matter all cut 
and dried. Ke added that no opportunity 
had been afforded to make any d;ff-rent se­ 
lection or change the course of pre-resolve! 
election. 
Mr. Wilsen warmly denied that there was 
anything cut and dried in the matter, and 
resented the intimation that he would do 
anything from a political standpoint, cr take 
any action not for tbo best iutereats of the 
State. 
MB, BOGGS 
Denied that he had said the insect pests 
would disappear in two yeErs without action 
by the Commissi is, On the contrary, had 
aiways held that they would increase if not 
checked, and tuin the fruit interests 
if not 
overcome 
in 
their ravages. 
He 
warmly 
defended 
his 
ability 
to fill tho office, and said that while 
he had not given any attention to horticult­ 
ure for twelve years past, and never any to 
the insect peste, that he had sine; 1845 owned 
at various times several farms at various 
places, aud on each of them he had set out 
more or less fruit trees and grape vines, and 
learned to bud trees when he was a boy. He 
made in his statement no reference whatever 
to knowledge of entomology or the science of 
microscopy, or knowledge of the natural his­ 
tory of the “ pests,” etc.. all of which is 
deemed necessary for an “ Inspector.’’ 
Dr. Chapin said he’d like to have Mr. 
Boggs state wh3t experiments he had tried 
for the extermination of insect pests, and 
what would be the best remedies. 
Mr. Boggs replied that for the past tea 
years he had bean engaged in rea’estate busi­ 
ness, and therefore could not give any par­ 
ticular information on that subject, and that 
there might be a great difference of opinion. 
Dr. Chapin desired to inform Mr. Boggs 
that within two or three years n great deal 
had been done in experimenting in this field 
by Chief Executive Horticultural Officer 
Cooke and others, and many effective reme­ 
dies had been found and applied with marked 
success. 
WHO ABE THEY ? 
Mr. Boggs said “ if there were such persons" 
they could came before the Board and tell 
what they knew about it, and he “ was tattl­ 
ing to learn, and “ their statements could be 
printed in circulars aud furnished <ts informa­ 
tion to the fruit-growers of the State.” 
A QUESTION. 
Dr. Chapin asked if it was proper to elect 
one as Inspector who had no knowledge of 
the subject and must receive information from 
others, and that such a person be sent out by 
the Board to take the lead in protecting this 
great and all-important interest of the State. 
DISCLAIMER AND CHERRIES. 
Mr. Boggs disclaimed not knowing anything 
of horticulture for twelve years past, and 
said he had lived in one of the beat fruit sec­ 
tions of the State. 
Dr. Chapin—“ Yes, for grapes.” 
Mr. Boggs—“ We raise cherries and some 
other kinds of fruit, also, as well as grapes.” 
If the Board had waited until he had been 
tried for a time, to test his competency, he 
would have resigned if it was found he was 
not fully capable ; that no more competent 
man had been proposed, and until such an 
one was found he proposed to hold to the 
office. 
Mr. Wilson asked Dr. Chapia if he had a 
candidate ? 
Dr. Chapin—“ No special one. I want to 
see the best man possible elected.” 
Mr. Wilson—“ Who was a competent man ?” 
Dr. Chapin replied that 5Iatthew Cooke 
had proved himself highly qualified. But he 
was not speaking specially for him. He, 
Chapin and Gillet and other members of the 
old Board had spent hundreds of dollars and 
much time on this matter of saving the 
orcharde, and did not wish to see all that had 
been accomplished thrown away by the ill- 
advised action of the Board. 
Mr. Gillet, being asked why Mr. Cooke had 
not bean nominated, replied that he had been 
placed in nomination and he had voted for 
him.Mr. Wilson asked Dr. Chapin why he had 
not voted for Mr. Cooke. 
Dr. Chapin replied, because it was evident 
that Mr. BoggE was to be elected, and he 
(Boggs) was unwilling for any postponement. 
He (Cbapio) was sitie tied that all Mr. Boggs 
was after was the $150 a month, and that he 
had no special deeper interest in the subject. 
A warm debate in this line continued for 
some time, but without anger. During the 
debate Mr. Boege, referring to Mr. Cooke, 
said he wanted to state that during the ses­ 
sion of the Legislature, while he was looking 
after the interests of the bill, he found it was 
in charge of Senator Cox, who told him that 
whatever Mr. Cooke said would be consid­ 
ered, as he had “ had more experience than 
all of us put together.” He (Boggs) then 
went out 
TO FIND COOKE, 
And at last found out that the man he wanted 
to see was the proprietor of *a box factory. 
When he finally found out who aud where he 
was and met him, aod had asked him what 
he (Cooke) wanted, Cooke had replied that he 
wanted the office he had had, so as to have it 
at his factory, as he had $40,000 invested in 
the box factory. A Mr. Lusk was present 
and heard the conversation. 
Mr. Wilson Baid that whether Mr. Boggs 
wa3 or was not the best man, he was elected 
Inspector, and it was the duty of tho Board 
to furnish him all the information possible, 
and assist him in making a success in office. 
NOT A SCHOOL. 
Dr. Chapin read the law, to show that the 
Inspector should be specially qualified when 
appointed, and was not to be elected to learn 
after appointment. He urged this view on 
the Board, and his remarks were supple­ 
mented by those of 5Ir. Gillet, who com­ 
pared the well known and everywhere ad­ 
mitted experience and skill of Mr. Cooke 
with the inexperience and want of knowledge 
of Mr. BoggB. 
- 
Mr. Boggs said he could read and inform 
himself on this subject as well aB any one 
else, and if Mr. Cooke had any valuable 
knowledge he would “ be pleased to hare him 
come to hita and state it, and he would have it 
taken down—that could very easily be done" 
At this point President B ggs stated very 
firmly that the discussion as to his ability to 
fill the office was entirely out of order, and 
would not be allowed to be continued. 
Mr. Gillet moved a reconsideration of the 
vote by which Mr. Boggs was elected In­ 
spector. 
The Chair decided the motion out of order, 
and a warm debate ensued, and a vote being 
had the motion was lost. 
General Vallejo said he had only taken the 
place ha held for the best interests of the 
State, and he was satisfied that the Board 
wanted no book man, bnt one of experience, 
who had worked on the ground. He related 
his experience with a university professor on 
the subject of horticulture—a great book 
mab. but a greenhorn in experience. 
After some further unimportant debate the 
Board adjourned until 10 a. m. to-day. 
A FLAT DENIAL. 
After the adjournment of the Board last 
evening a representative- of the Record- 
ÜNION called on Matthew Cooke and asked 
him what he had to say to tho charge made 
by Mr. Boggs. Mr. Cooke replied that it 
was unqualifiedly untrue in eveiy word and 
syllable. 
Ho 
referred 
to the fact 
that he was so much more out of 
pocket when ia the office than the 
meager salary brought him that he resigned 
the office in self-defense of his home affairs, 
his duties calling him away to various parts 
of the State. By earnest solicitation of many 
horticulturists and the Governor, he had 
consented to serze on until the Legislature 
met. That ought to be sufficient to show he 
had not said what Mr. Boggs charged. 
He had not run after the office, and 
had askéd no man to vote for or nominate 
him. He worked years alone, he said, to 
Btudy the pest question and enable horti­ 
culturists to avail of all facts discoverable 
concerning them by microscope, tests, reme­ 
dies, and other experiences, and had paid out 
far more than he ever received the subee- 
sequent two years in office, and paid out all 
his salary too in that time in expenses. 
He had been called on by Bcggs, whom he 
had never before heard of, toward the close of 
the late Legislature, after he (Cooke) had ap­ 
peared before the committees, and given the 
houses all the information desired, by special 
request of the State Board, and the new bill 
had beeu agreed on. Boggs had come, and 
said Senator Cox sent him, and he then told 
Mr. Boggs be wanted nothing, and if Senator 
Cox wanted to Bee him to tell him he was at 
hDme. Any remark he made about bis fac­ 
tory and its value Mr. Boggs must have mis­ 
apprehended, for he certainly never said or 
thongbt what is charged.

THE C0HTESTBD ELECTION. 
Yesterday afteimon the hearing of the 
contested election case of Knox vs. Neilser, 
which is a contest for the position of Second 
Trustee of this city, was commenced in the 
Supericr Court before Judge McFarland. 
Coarles T. Jones and Ed. M. Martin ap­ 
peared as counsel for Mr. Knox, and Grcve 
L. Johnson for Mr. Neil sen. The official 
canvass by the Board of City Trustees gave 
Ntileer. a majority of twelve vetes. 
The ballots were brought to the Court-room 
by Auditor McKee. With bnt little prelim­ 
inary argument b7 counsel, two tally clerks— 
Wm. Miner and J. Brown—were appointed 
and sworu, aud Auditor McKee was put upon 
the witness-stand. He testified to receiving 
the returns from the First Precinct, and said 
they had been in his custody ever since, and 
that the box was opened by the Board of 
City Trustees for the purpose of canvassing 
the returns, The witness answered many 
questions in regard to where the keys to the 
vault in which the returns were put have 
been since the election ; the number of win­ 
dows in the room of his office over the water 
works ; whether a light was kept in his office 
all night, etc., after which the box was 
opened, anil the contents found to be in the 
same condition as they were when the Board 
of Trustees finished tho canvass, but the bal­ 
lots were loose on a string and not iu an en­ 
velops. 
Thos. Fox. one of the Judg?3 of Election 
in Precinct No, 1, was called and sworn, and 
said the ballots were not put in an envelope 
because the only envelope they had was acci­ 
dentally destroyed. 
The ballots were theD offered in evidence 
and objected to by Neilsen’a counsel on sev­ 
eral grounds, among them being that the 
ballots were not in the shape prescribed by 
law. It was agreed that the objections 
should be taken under advisement by the 
Court, and if necessary should be argued at 
the close of the recount. 
The counting of the ballots was then com­ 
menced. Be.-iJes the two tally clerks pre­ 
viously appointed, Win. J. Davis as official 
reporter kept a tally, and the Court in­ 
structed Clerk Hamilton to do the same. 
Several outsiders alro kept tallies. The 
count resulted as follows : Knox, 340 ; Neii- 
ser, 280; Cross, 5 ; Churchman, 2; blanks, 
5 : total, 632. This agrees exactly with the 
official canvass. 
Precinct 2 was then taken up and counted 
after the examination c f Auditor 5IcKee and 
other witnesses. There was no testimony 
given to show that the returns were not in 
practically the same condition cs when they 
were delivered to the Auditor. The count 
resulted 38 follows: Knox, 135; Neilsen, 
161; Cress. 2; Churchman, 1 ; biaak, 2; to­ 
tal, 302. Iu this precinct Knox loet one 
vote nnd Neilsen gaiued one, which leaves 
Neilsen with a majority of 14. 
This finished the work of yesterday. After 
considerable discussion as to what should be 
done with the ballotsover night, it was finally 
decided by the Court, as counsel could not 
agree as to a disposition cf them, that they 
should he returned to Mr. McKee, who is 
their legal custodian. Tho Conrt then ad­ 
journed until 10 o’clock this morning, when 
the counting will be resumed. 
A Surprise.—Last evening the members 
of Company G met at Armory Hall, and, 
headed by the First Artillery band, marched 
to the residence of Maurice H, Sheehan, on 
G street, near Twelfth, and proceeded to ser­ 
enade their Lieutenant and his bride. The 
entire party was invited into the house and 
very cordially received.

A few days since the rails were laid on 
the summit of the Bozeman Pass.

altitude is 5,715 feet, the highest point 
reached by the Northern Pacific Railroad 
survey in the entire course of the road. 
For the distance of eight miles before the 
summit is reached an engine or car will not 
remain stationary unless brakes are ap­ 
plied. 
The highest altitude reached upon 
the Central Pacific Railroad in the Sierra 
Nevadas is 7,042 feet, at Summit Station, 
while the Union Pacific reaches an altitude 
of 8 242 feet at Sherman, in the Rocky 
mountains. 
A most rcmaikable electrical phenome­ 
non manifested itself on tho line of the 
Union Pacific Railway recently, between 
North Platte and Sidney. 
The influence, 
however, was felt perceptibly beyond those 
points. 
The rails were surcharged with a 
current of electricity, moving from west to 
eost to so high a degree that hand-cars 
standing on the track were impelled at a 
fair rate of speed by it. 
One hand-car at 
Brule got away from the section men next 
east 
The influence of the current was 
felt by many persons alcng the track, and 
no little excitement prevailed during its 
continuance.
